‘Louis McLane and others con- 
tract tocarry it daily from Salt 
Lake to Placerville (California) 
in five days and twenty-one 
hours. McLane’s line has never. 
failed in twelve months time, of 
arriving both ways within a few 
hours of the contract time. On 
the contrary, Holladay’s line has 
brought but seven mails that 


the St. Louis eames writing

the time being from twenty to 
twenty-two days. He runs a tri- 
weekly express from Salt Lake 
to Atchison, and it may be that 


| the large amonnt of express mat- 


ter and passenger travel that he 
is favored with precludesthe pos- 
sibility of his transporting mails 
only in detached portions, and 
when he has room. Your corres- 
pondent has traveled over his 
whole line and knows whereof he 
speaks, and if the Government 
only had a reliable and trust wor- 
tiy special a ent on Ben. Holla- 
day’s stage line it would bank- 
rupt him and his securities in less 
than a month’s time. with or a 
failure of a mail from the States 
would be an exception, and then 
arrivals in schedule time the rule. 
And should any Senator or mem- 
ber of Congress from any of the 
Atlantic States desire to obtain 
the friendship and good will of 
the people of this coast, let them 
ferret out Holladay’s short-com- 
ings and see that the Overland 
Mailis taken through promptly 
to Salt Lake. For if it arrives 
there we are certain to get it, and 
they will be considered public 
benefactors tu nearly every one, 
as itis almost universally used 
by correspondents with their 
friends in the Kast.

Camp Douglas, Utah. Territory, is 
situated within the limits and two wiles 
from the centre of the City of the Great 
Salt Lake. ov a plateau near the base of 
the Wasatch Mountains. 

The location commands the entire 


city. 
Latitude............40° 46’ North. 
Longitude...... ...- 1129 06’ West. 


Altitude...............4500 Feet. 

The reservation is four miles square, 
embracing an area of over 10,000 acres. 
The soil is light, sandy and porous, with 
irrigation, will produce all the fruits 
and cereals of the temperate zone. 

The climate is variabie and ioconstant. 
In winter the changes dre frequent and 
very great. At nigbt, frost and snow ; 
in morning, ice and extreme cold, and 
slush and mud at mid-day. 

The alternation of Snow and thaw is 
remarkable, and itis often difficult to 
tell which will triumph. The summers 
-are bot, dry and withont rain. The 
vegetation is burned up with the intense 
heat, while terrible winds and clouds of 
dust render tbe atmosphere almost in- 
tolerable. 

The monthly mean of Thermometer 
and I{ygrometer registered at this Post, 
for the quarter commencing Jan. 1, 1863. 
and ending March 31, 1863, is as fellows:

The following article is from the Vir- 
ginia Enterprise. It exbibits the gene- 
ral sentiment of the Pacilic coast on the 
subject discussed in it. We desire the 
people of Utah to know the opinion en- 
tertained of the men who have\ so long 
deceived them aud wantonly trampled 
upon their rights for the purpose of ad- 
vancing dishonorable ambitions, =

al Sanhedrim of Utah, and are prepared 
to respect its mandates, if for no other 
reason than to exhibit a certain contempt 
for the Federal authorities. ‘The Legis- 
lative Assembly of Utah adjourned sine 
d.e on the ult., after a harmonious 
session of forty days, and the General 
Assembly of the “Stute of Deseret” con- 
vened on the 23d. The Salt Lake News 
says “the message ot his Excellency, ; 
Governor Brigitam Young, was read 1 
joint session by his Secretary, Georffe 
Q. Cannon, and one thousand copies ox- 
dered prioted.” Heber C. Kimball is 
Lieutenant Governor of the unadmitted 
State, and G. Q. Cannon is State Secre- 
tury. Both of these worthies delivered 
addresses before the legislature, and 
Brigham honored the body witha few 
remarks. 

“The message of Young is dated ‘Ex- 
ecutive Office, State of Deseret, Janua- 
ry 23d, 1865,’ and is published in the 
News as the Governors message. It is 
brief, and partakes more of the chirac- 
ter of a sermon than an executive com- 
munication. He evidently distrnsts the 
propriety of recommending the passage 
of laws by the ‘General Assembly of 
the Stste of Deseret,’ and therefore con- 
fines himself to rambling references to 
the condition of Utah, and the refusal 
of Congress to admit it into the Union 
asa State. Following is an extract 
from the message of ‘bis Excellency 
Governor Brigham Young,’ as he is des- 
ignated by the Nevrs: 

* + 

“The only recommendation ventured 
by Brigham is embraced in the last sen- 
tence quoled abyve. (Recommended 
that the gathering ** enact that the laws 
now in-force in the Territory of Utab 
be in fiell force and virtue in law in the 
Deseret.’—Ep. Venetre.) Of 
course it is utterly nonsensical, as the 
body addressed bas no legal existence 
whatever, and can neither make por 
adopt laws for the government of the 
people of the Territory. The message 
refers favorably to the new route to the 
Pacific, by way of the Colorado river. 
and concludes with the pious bope that 
Hieaven’s blessings may ‘rest down 
upon’ the deliberations of the Legisla- 
ture!

bor is any mention made in the Vers of 
means by whichVtis proposed to meet 
the expenses of the entertainment.
